I. Claims 5 1-79, drawn to a method for producing a binding moiety for use 
with a genetic vaccine comprising creating a library of recombinant 
polynucleotides containing a region encoding a polypeptide comprising a 
nucleic acid binding domain or the recombinant polypeptide further 
contains a ligand that binds to the surface of the target cell of interest, 
classified in class 435, subclasses 320.1 and 455. 

II. Claims 80-96, drawn to a method for producing a cell-specific binding 
moiety useful for increasing the uptake of a genetic vaccine by a target 
cell comprising creating a first library of recombinant polynucleotides 
containing a region encoding a polypeptide comprising a nucleic acid 
binding domain and a second library of recombinant polynucleotides 
containing a region encoding a ligand that binds to the surface of the target 
cell of interest, and a third library by recombining recombinant 
polynucleotides from said first and second libraries, or creating a fourth 
library of recombinant polynucleotides, classified in class 435, subclasses 
320.1 and 455. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Groups I and II are distinct from each other because they are drawn to different 
scientific considerations: a method for producing a binding moiety for use with a genetic 
vaccine comprising creating a library of recombinant polynucleotides vs. a method for 
producing a cell-specific binding moiety useful for increasing the uptake of a genetic 
vaccine by a target cell comprising creating three or four libraries of recombinant 
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polynucleotides. They differ in objectives, method steps, reagents and dosages used, 
schedules used, response variables, and criteria of success. A search for group I does not 
require a search for group II and vice versa. Thus, groups I and II are patentably distinct 
from each other. 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: CD2, CD28, CTLA-4, CD40, CD40 ligand, fibrinogen, fibronectin, factor X, 
ICAM-1, glycan and an Fc portion of immunoglobulin G molecule. The species are 
independent or distinct because they represent different polypeptides having different 
amino acid sequences and biological functions. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 57, 64, 75, 76, 84, 92 and 96 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied 
by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after the 
election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP §
